MEDINA COUNTY IS PROMISED 
PLAY. 


Medina County is promised a new 
play on account of the Ii. W. Fair No. 
I 
Medina Irrigated Farm s 
in the 
Southwest corner of Bexar County, 
near tho Medina County line. It came 
in making JA barrels daily 
of 
gravity oil* from the Anacacho at 
1,110 feet, having been completed 
several days ago. Since 
that time 
operators who have spent many years 
in South Texas have been rechecking 
all of Southern Medina County, with 
tho result that there will likely be 
new activity. 
The small fields in Medina County 
prove that there are accum ulations of 
oil m that ferrite; • and the new pool, 
accentuates the situation. 
It is well known to the oil fratern i­ 
ty that Medina County has several 
well-defined faults that received con­ 
siderable attention IO or more y e a r s 
ago. Nearly all of the tests drilled 
at that time showed oil and gas in 
paying quantities. However, the me­ 
thod of bringing in wells was crude 
compared with present methods, in 
those days it being nearly necessary 
to bring in a gusher before operators 
would consider it a new field.
